But  in  order  to  that  destruction  of  the 
works  of  the  devil,  whicli  w  as  to  be  effected 
by  the  Messiah,  there  was  need  not  only  of 
a  propitiatory  sacrifice,  but  of  a  pow  erful 
purifying  influence.  Accordingly ,  in  those 
prophecies  of  the  Old  'Festament  which  art* 
acknowledged  by  both  Jews  and  (’hiislians 
to  relate  to  the  times  of  the  .Messiah,  we 
find  many  clear  promises  of  the  more

ger.  These  enormous  supcrslructurcs 
arc  siipporled  on  sixteen,  fourteen,  and 
twelve  wheels,  of  a  very  uncouth  con¬ 
struction,  tlie  large  spokes  of  which  pro¬ 
ject  two  or  three  inches  from  the  felloes; 
and  arc  horridly  contrived  to  crush  to 
a  mummy  the  poor  wretches  who  throw 
iheinselves  under  them.  I  observed  as 
the  cars  passed  along  that  the  wheels  in¬ 
dented  the  ground  iu  some  places  to 
the  (ieplli  of  six  and  seven  inches.  Tlie 
idols  are  seated  in  the  middle  of  the 
cars,  under  a  sort  of  canopy  about 
twelve  feel  from  the  ground,  and  are  fas¬ 
tened  in  their  chair  of  state  by  several 
uncouth  pieces  of  limber.  It  is  sadly 
derogatory  to  their  dignity  to  be  thus 
confined  ;  but  so  it  must  be,  lor  they 
cannot  sit  or  stand  without.  But  I  must 
not  attempt  a  lengthened  account.  Jug- 
gernauil)  has  a  large  black  face,  with 
enormous  eyes,  and  a  large  red  mouth 
extending  from  car  to  ear.  His  nose, 
if  such  il  may  be  called,  is  a  most  awk¬ 
ward  protuberance.  His  brother  and 
sister  are  somewhat  like  him,  but  of  a;

sins  will  go.”  I  see  them  pass  away 
from  me  full  of  the  damnable  pcrsiiasion  :

cession.  Many  now  around  me  have 
travelled  from  the  distant  parts  of  India 
a  dreary  pilgrimage  of  perhaps  fifteen 
hundred  or  two  thousand  miles,  and 
have  now  to  retrace  the  same  wearying 
steps  without  money,  without  food,  with¬ 
out  clothes,  and  almost  exhausted  with 
fatigue  :  hut  few  perhaps  will  ever  see 
again  the  place  which  gave  them  birth  ; 
for  them  no  home  will  smile,  no  wife 
welcome  them  back,  and  no  fond  chil¬ 
dren  bless  their  father’s  return.  But 
this  gives  them  little  concern.  They 
say  “  they  have  obeyed  the  pleasure  of 
their  god  in  coming  to  see  him,  and  now 
if  it  is  his  pleasure,  they  will  die  and  go 
to  heaven.”  Ah  when  !  Ah  when  will 
Christians  with  their  infinitely  more  glo¬ 
rious  prospects  and  unspeakable  obliga¬ 
tions,  feel  half  as  devoted  to  the  service 
and  pleasure  of  the  God  ot  heaven  !

This 
alone  is  suflicient  to  mark  its  impor¬ 
tance  ;  especially  as  it  can  be  shown, 
that  these  particular  IckXs  of  Scrip¬ 
ture”  comprehend  a  very  large  portion 
of  the  sacred  volume  ;  that  they  are 
scattered  throughout  almost  all  the  books 
of  both  Testaments;  that  they  are  not 
incidentally  introduced  only,  but  so¬ 
lemnly  laid  down  as  revelations  of  the 
nature  of  God  ;  and  that  they  manifest¬ 
ly  give  the  tone  both  to  the  thinking 
and  the  phrase  of  the  sacred  writers  on 
many  other  weighty  subjects.  That 
which  is  necessary  to  explain  so  many 
passages  of  holy  writ ;  and  without 
which,  they  arc  so  incorrigibly  unmean¬ 
ing,  that  the  Socinians  have  felt  them¬ 
selves  obliged  lo  submit  to  their  evi¬ 
dence,  or  to  expunge  them  from  the  in¬ 
spired  record,  carries  with  it  an  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  hlghe.st  character.  So 
important,  indeed,  is  it,  upon  the  show¬ 
ing  of  these  oj)posers  of  tlie  truth  ihem- 
I  selves,  that  we  can  only  preserve  the 
Scriptures  by  admitting  il;  for  they, 
first  by  excepting  to  the  genuineness  of 
certain  passages,  then  by  questioning 
the  inspiration  of  whole  books,  and, 
finally,  of  the  greater  part,  if  not  the 
whole  New  Testament,  have  nearly  left 
themselves  as  destitute  of  a  revelation 
from  God,  as  infidels  themselves.
